I the entire field, and yet the veini 
are of such niagiiitude that the 
production aijd sliipineiit of I lie 
past few years, amounting to bun- 
drods of thoiutands of tons, have 
scarcely left an impress upon the 
surface of even so small nn area. 
It would 1)6 quite impossible for 
either the professional or niiiateur 
geologist or ininoralogist to trav- 
erse this most interesting section 
without exprjssions of wonder and 
delight. The fossiliferous rocks 
alone are a surprise to the geolo- 
gist, the ores and earths that meet 
the eyes of the mineralogist excite 
his warmest admiration. Indeed 
the grouping of these minerals in 
their massive veins with well dn- 
tined walls are to the real miner a 
welcome message, fully understotMl 
and heartily appreciated. * 

I In no other section of our lirondj 
laud does the earth bestow upon' 
its habitents such easily acquired 
and such saleable productions ns 
aro here found. 

IM.MENSE FISSURE VEIN’.S. 

There are tive grout, wclldotined 
Kssure veins crossing the country 
from points diametrically opposite 
to the commonly accepted direc- 
tion in which such veins run. 

The Columbia vein runs from 
Weston, Kentucky, on the Ohio 
river, aud extends to Pinckney- 
vtlle, on the Cumberland river, a 
distance of fifteen miles. This 
! vein is essentially a lead and zinc 
tilled fissure. The production of 
lead alone from the Columbia sliaA 
has l)e«(t very large. The zinc is 
in the form of carbonate and sili- 
cate and at water level a rich 
blende, both orange 'colored and 
black, can lie raised in groat quan- 
tities. 

TheLaliueur Franks vein ex- 
tends from Fords Ferry, on the 
Ohio river, passing through Crit- 
tenden and Livingston counties to 
Mineral Point on the Cumliorland 
river. This is also a strong lend 
and zinc fissure and is similar in 
many respects to the Columbia. 

'file Tab!) vein, from near Pink- 
noyville, on the Cumborland river 
through the Southern part of Crit- 
tenden county to the northern por- 
tion of Caldwell county, a distance 
of ten miles. 

The Marion vein, starting near 
Pinckneyville and extending south 
west through Marion, a distance 
of sixteen miles. There is large 
quantities of lluor spar, ns well as 
lead aud zinc found throughout 
this vein. 

The Holly vein crosses at right 
angles the four veins mentioned 
above, and extends from the Holly 
mine through Caldwell county. 
Thousands of tons of lluor spar 
have been raised from this vein. 
The floor of the Holly shaft 
is now heavily impregnated with 
orange colored zinc blende, easily 
concentrated and smelted. 

Naturally there is found from 
time to time, in connection with 
these larger veins, spurs or angles 
that ramify in various directions 
from the main leads and are 
strongly mineralized with the same 
character of ores that till the main 
tissures. The farmer in plowing 
his fields occasionally uncovers a 
handsome vein of Huor spar, lead 
or zinc, a striking illustration oi 
which is noted at the main shaft 
of the Chicago Mining Company, 
situated a few rods south of the 
Illinois Central railroad station at 
Marion and directly adjacent to 
the raili[oad tracks. Mr. Bigham, 
the owner of the land, noticed a 
thin wedge of Huor spar and de- 
termined to investigate. The re- 
sult has been that a most promis- 
ing body of tluor spar is now be- 
ing roinod and marketed. 



()l: SI'.Ul AND ITS USES. 

Several years ago certain foun- 
drymeii in the north became no- 
ted for the line ((uality of their 
Castings. Sand holes and iiieipial- 
ities in the iron produced by theso 
concerns wore unknown. So mark- 
ad a contrast with the ordinary 
foundry work led to a (piiot inves- 
tigation u[)on the part of thoir 
Ooiiqiotitors, and it was ascerlain- 
od that what is now known as thiur 
sjMir was the reason for the greater 
fluidity of the iron, aud as a iiatu- 
r/il soipionco the higher grade of 
the casting, In these days and in 
SQiiio instances at the present time 
flVor spar is sold by the foundry 
snpp y men under the name of 
“liijiiaid."

Of course the price at 
whicli Ilnur spar iinilorsuch labels 
is Sold is many time greater tlian 
that obtained l)y(lio incorporated 
Ojpmpanics who make tlio mining 
otid marketing of Mtiur spar their 
business Within the past year 
Rn Alabama fiinince company has 
paid sixty dollars per ton for 
‘'Jrumiid,” wliicli was ground lluor 
3|>ar, pure and simple, mined, 
gronud and sold by a Maricn com- 
pany at perhaps one-sixth of that 
price. The cyanide process of ex- 
tracting gold from refractory ores, 
used so extensively in the western 
mining districts .South 4\.frica ami 
elsewhere, consume enormous 
quantities of hydro fluoric acid, 
which is pitxlucod from our tluor 
fjiar 'I'he granite ware largely 
jfisei* in our kitidiuiis aud thruugli- 
but the house is otiameled aud thus 
protected against the action of 
acid'- and alkalies, making it most 
desirable for all classes of cook- 
ing. 'I'he onamoling of bath tubs 
ami other household articles, the 
production of opalescent glass, and 
its necessary use in the arts and 
sciences lias led to a demand for 
our lluor spar that today is almost 
lioyund the pn^tlnclivo point of 
onr present shafts. It is to the 
great Iron and .Steel companies of 
the I'nitod .States, however, that 
this use and this demand has in- 
creased to an extent little dream- 
ed of a low years ago. The pro- 
duction of steel in the open hearth 
process, as good judges say the 
coming steel of tlie century, im- 
peratively demands the use of tluor 
spar. So many and varied aro its 
uses that over production is prac- 
tically impossilile, at least for ma- 
ny years. 

TIIECIlE.MISTliV l»F FLUOR Sl'AU. 

Prof. Dana, in his admirable 
work on “Descriptive Mineralogy” 
says of linor spar; “Hardness, 1; 
Specilic gravity, d.ll; Lustre vit- 
reous; sometimes spleiulont, usu- 
ally glimmoriugof the massive im- 
palpal)lo varieties; Color white, 
wine-yellow, emerald, pistachio, 
liluisli green, rose aud crimson 
red, violet-blue aud sky-blue. 
Wine blue aud violet blue are the 
most common aud the red varie- 
ties the rarest. The colors of mas- 
sive varieties aro often arranged 
in concentric lines; and occasion 
ally in crystals they aro arranged 
along the axes or in concentric 
coats. The S{)nr is transiinrent — 
subtransluceut. Brittle.” Prof. 
Dana also adds; “Fluor spar sel- 
dom occurs in beds in rocks. It 
generally constitutes veins.” 

An analysis of tluor spar, deter- 
mined from samples taken from an 
eight foot vein at oO foot depth in 
the Chicago Mining Coiiqiany’s 
shaft at Marion resulted as fol- 
lows:

The veins and chambers of Huor 
spar in tliis section are of extraor- 
dinary size, the width of tluor spar 
now toing stuped from the upper 



level of the Yandell mine, opernt-' 
0(1 by till) Kentucky Fluor Spar 
Company in places is as mucli as 
thirty feet, while a chamber in the 
Hodge mine, operated by The 
Fluor .Spar Company is mined in 
benches, a room of large extent 
having already been excavated. At 
the Memphis mines hundreds nt' 
tons of lirst class lluor spar were 
obtained by open cuts on the sur- 
face, a veritable Klondike of lluor 
sjiar. The prices obtained for lluorj 
spar loaded on cars on the lino of i 
the Illinois Central railroad range j 
from six tolwelvo dollars porsliort 
ton, according to ipialily. d'lio 
experienced miner can easily de- 
tormino the profit to lie obtained. 

Messrs. Postlothwait and Wat- 
kins have several most iiromising 
openings of tlnor spar, as lias also 
I Messrs. Blue A Nunn, Imtli of Ma- 
!rion. A personal visit to Marion, 
Salem, etc., on the part of the pro- 
posed investor would bo the most 
satisfactory metliod of getting in 
touch with the owners aud les- 
sees of the mineral lauds. Most 
satisfactory arrangements cm. lie 
made either to purcliaso lands or 
oiierate on a specilic royally, and 
probably at no other time in the 
history of the county could a bet- 
ter lime have beer. cIioslmi for op- 
erating. 

IM R LEAK AND ZIM I’Ri II'IJRI I ES. 

The Columbia mine on the Co- 
lumbia vein, some six or seven 
miles from Marion, the Cullen mine 
at Salem, twelve miles distant, 'ire 
the two lead properties that show 
the greatest development, 'riie 
Columl)ia was a strong load produ- 
cer for many years, its shaft of 
two hundred and odd feel lioiug 
directly on the vein, and its pro- 
duct l)oing mined, concenlratod 
and smelted at that point. During 
the panicky-years of the couiitry 
lead reached so low a point —some 
two cents a pound— it is now more 
than double that— it was decided 
to bo much more profitable to keep 
the loud ores in their natural store 
house than to mine aud market at 
the ruinous prices then prevailing. 
During the past year an incorpo- j 
rated company named the West- i 
ern Kentucky Mining Company | 
have taken over the property aud 
it will again be the scene as of old 
of active operations. In coinn'c- 
tion with the load veins in tliisj 
shaft there are strong feeders of 
zinc blende, so remarkable in assay 
value that a special concentrating 
plant will be erected to handle this 
product, which was for several 
years (brown out as rofiiso — thou- 
sands of tons of zinc being depos- 
ited on the dump as of no especial 
value, aud this will now be crush- 
ed ami concentrated, adding large- 
ly to the value of the property, as 
well as proving of practical timin- 
cial value to the pocket books of 
the Western Kentucky sharehold- 
ers. 

The Eagle mine at Salem, own- 
ed by the Engle Fluor Spar Cum- 
puiiy of Wheeling, West Virginia, 
was operated during the first year 
of the existence of the company | 
as a producer of tluor spar, huud- 1 
rods of tons being loaded atMa-| 
riuii and at Mexico station on tlie^ 
I llinois Central railroad, or as it 
was then known, the lOliio Valley 
railroad. Capt. Haase, tlioresi-' 
dent Manager, and who has direc- 
ted the mining work since its in- 
ception, became satistied that the 
vein was essentially one of load 
rather than that of Huor spar. 
Acting upon his convictions, he 
has Hnally developed a mugniticeiit 
h(xly of galena at the lower level 
of the Cullen, the test drill show- 
ing a heavy body of galena of over 
Hfteen feet in thickness. 

The galena of this section car- 
ries somewhat aliove the normal i 
value in silver, aud it will average 
in the smelted metal about 40 
ouaoet of silver to the ton, thus 
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increasing (he value of the ores 
by a very strong percentage, lii 
several of the Huor spar mines. 
iiotal)ly the Tnbb. the Yandell and 
tlie Holly, kidneys and large culies 
of galena occupy a portion of the 
vein, and are separated very easily 
from the spar. iTho LaRne, the 
Tub!) and tlio Holly veins tlirougli- 
oiil thoir entire length carry both 
load and zinc. .So far, no ores of 
load other than galena have lioon 
noticed, although in such a lime 
formation we may expect carbonate 
of lead in quantities. 

HIE ORES OK ZIS( . 

Four of file great veins men- 
tioned above aro very prolific in 
zinc. 'I'lio Holly shaft at bO feet 
deptli displays an astoiiisliiiig 
amount of orange colored zinc 
blende; the same class of blende 
is iioti(*ed in (piantities iii a 2u> 
foot vein in what is known as the 
Bibb shaft on the same vein. The 
zinc blende in this enormous vein 
is disseminated very thoroughly 
throughout the entire width, The 
analysis of this ore is—

Four-lifths of this zinc oxiile is 
pure zinc, and it often contains 
some cadmium. Another form of 
zinc which seems to lie in profu- 
sion in several of our veins, is sil- 
icate of zinc. Very tine examples 
ofamnssi\o character are found 
oil ufoporly owned by Mr. C. M. 
culler, of Canton, Ohio. Indeed 
zinc is very evenly distrii)uted 
throughout this entire iiiineral 
section. It l)eing in well doHned 
tissure veins, with {lerfect walls. 

I its mining will bo very much eas- 
ier and cheaper than in most zinc 
districts. An analysis of zinc sil- 
icate shows;

Tliero are several other ores of 
zinc which will no doubt ho found 
in this district, from time to time, 
as more developments aro made. 
Only two ores of the metal cadmi 
um are known, hut it exists with 
zinc in zinc blende in the Bil)b 
shaft and nt times in both car- 
bonate of zinc and zinc silicate. 
Cadmium is white like tin aud is 
so soft that it loaves a trace upon 
paper. 

IIARVTES, OUHRE, U.MBER. 

Tliere aro extensive veins of ba- 
rytes located in at least two sec- 
tions of the district; the one which 
the Illinois Central railroad cuts 
through just south of the Mexico 
station, being perhaps superior in 
color and composition to the oth- 
ers. The comparative cheapness 
with which this product can lie 
mined and ship{)eu will ere long 
bring it into competition with less 
favored localities, as it is almost 
snow white, of very heavy specilic 
gravity, and has the lustre or crys- 
tallization of freshly corroded 
white lend. Kaolin, potter’s clay, 
pil )0 clay, red and yellow ochre, 
nml>er, and tiro clay abound in ma- 
ny sections of the district. 

GENERAL SUMMARY. 

The foregoing is a brief review 
of a mineral section of the coun- 
try l)ut little known to the outside 
world. Situated on a great trunk 
railway, and midway between two 
navigable rivers, it offers to the 
man of moderate capital opportu- 
nities seldom afforded. There is 
a great and growing demand for 
every mineral or earth here men- 
tioned nt very protitnble prices- 
Botli lead and zinc ores, as well ns 
the other si>eoies of mineral can

She aucceeded to the throne on the 
death of William IV., tliird son of 
tieorp'e HI., June 20, 1837, when the 
crcjwns of Knpland and Hanover, 
which had been worn by the same 
person since the accession of fleorpe I., 
in 1714, were separated, the former 
deralvinp upon the younp princess and 
the latter, by virtue of the Salic law, 
falling to the duke of Cumberland, 
the lute kinp's younper brother. She 
was crowned in Westminster abbey 
June 28, 1838. Some interest was 
taken in the fact that from the first 
the queen subscribed lierself simply 
Victoria and not, as bad been expect- 
ed, Alexandrtna. Victoria. 'I'he duke 
of Kent had piven his dauphter the 
name Alexandrina in compliment to

The territorial growth of the Brit- 
ish empire during the reign of Queen 
Victoria has been prodigious. In 
Asia between 1837 and 1858 the terri- 
I tory of Scinde of the 8ikhs, Tanjore, 
I>ower Uurmah, Nagpur, Sattara, 

I Jhansl and Oiide were brought under 
British dominion. In the latter year 
all Britlsb India was transferred 
from the Rrltish East India company 
to the crown. And since that date 
Upper Burmah, the Shan states, Be- 
luchistan, .Manipur and Cbitral have 
been annexed. Nor must the little 
but enormously valuable territory of 
Hong-Kong be forgotten as one of 
the acquisition* of the reign.

In these 
three-score years she has aer|uired in 
the southern jiart of the dark con- 
tinent the territories of Natal, Basu- 
toland, Bechuanaianil, /uliiiand and 
finally the vast territory administered 
by the British South .Africa roinpany, 
extending north to Lake T.nnganyika. 
The recent acquisition of the Trans- 
vaal and the Orange Free State gives 
her absobite eontrol of .South Africa. 
In the east she has practically taken 
Zanzibar and nearly half a million 
square miles of "hinterland" extend- 
ing to the Congo state in tiie heart 
of Africa and northward to the Egyp- 
tian Sotidan. At the west she li.ns se- 
cured an imperial domain in the 
Niger country and in the north she 
has B temporary control ov/» Egypt, 
of which the end no man can yet dio- 
eern.

He hinted myste- 
riously thnt the question of suprem- 
Boy in India was Involved in the title, 
and that there was imperative neces- 
sity of asserting tiie jrasition of the 
sovereign of England as supreme 
ruler for the whole empire of India.
